essential, leaving those only which aro truly 
related sa cause andcilect. Now the spiritual

witbout it as with it. For lustat o:, all the 
nhenomena which Mr. Olcott expects Mr. 
Ft to induce with hls “column of saturated 
vapor," have boan, and can again, be produced 
without It; and hence it la but a '* feather from 
a black hen's tail." 

AM the emt which the occultists 
calm that. they have produced, and are able 
still to produce by theircabalistic words, their 
incantations and their ceremonies, havo boon 
and can again bs uced without them; and 
hence their сурас words, their Incants 
tions and thelr ceremonies, are but "' festhera 
from a black hen's tall,“ which should bo at 
oncb eliminated fram the great spiritual pro- 
blom which Із already Intricate enough witb- 
out them. 


It must not for a moment be supposed, that 
the writer has any other than a respectful and
